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Freeze seen following 
one-time price shock 


The final touches were added 
to the government’s economic 
plan yesterday at a meeting in 
Finance Minister Shimon Peres’s 
office which was attended by the 
heads of the Treasury and of the 
Bank of Israel, and the minis- 
ter's senior advisers. 

Informed sources said last night 
that the goal of the plan would be to 
convince the public that the govern- 
ment would not tolerate the contin- 
vation of double-digit inflation. 

After a one-time price shock that 
will involve a devaluation of the 
sheket, targe hikes in the prices of 
subsidized goods and services, and 
tax increases, the government will 
tesume its tight price and wage con- 
trol policy to restabilize the econo- 
my. 

A freeze on prices, wages and the 
exchange rate will be announced, 
and the government and the Bank of 
Israel will commit themselves to 
drastically, cutting interest rates as a 
signal to the business community 
that it is time to renew growth. 

One of the keys to the success of 
the plan is thought to be the govern- 
ment’s ability to persuade the 
unions of its commitment to stability 
and the achievement of European-

level single-digit inflation. 

Peres refused to say when the 
plan would be announced, but he 
did say that steps would be taken 
soon to stop the massive purchases 
of foreign currency. 

It is expected that the plan will be 
launched in the next few days, fol- 
lowing discussion by the cabinet. 

The rush to launch the new pro- 
gramme is due to the fact that the 
public has refused to accept the 
Bank of Israe}'s attempt to calm the 
financial markets by devaluing the 
shekel by 5 per cent on Tuesday. 

The Bank of Israel yesterday em- 
phatically denied a report in The 
Jerusalem Post that the central bank 
was planning a 5 per cent apprecia- 
tion of the shekel for today, as ἃ 
one-time measure that would help 
companies to avoid having to resis- 
ter increased liabilities in their bal- 
ance sheets for the end of the year. 
The central bank said it had no in- 
tention of taking such a step. 

Business and financial institutions 
have continued to drain the central 
bank of its foreign exchange re- 


serves. Yesterday alone some $70m. 
were purchased by the public, rais- 
ing the total amount of foreign cur- 
rency bought during Peres’s first 
week at the Treasury, to some 
$300m. 

The run on the dollar shocked the 
financia! markets and interest rates 
soared to an unprecedented 48 per 
cent in annual terms. and even high- 
er due to the growing desire by busi- 
nessmen to use shekels to buy for- 
eign exchange. 

The envisaged next steps in the 
Treasury's economic plan include: 
D Another devaluation of 10-17 per 


cent. 

OA 51 billion cut in the government 
budget. involving cuts in defence 
spending and sovial welfare. 

O An agreement with the Histadrut 
on neutralizing the effect of these 
steps on the cost-of-living allow- 
ance. 

Purchase taxes on a number of 
consumer durables will be raised on 
Sunday, to offset the effect of the 
elimination of customs and tariffs on 
EC and American products, which 
take effect on the first day of the 
new year. This move is also meant 
to gain the support of the Histadrut 
for the economic plan.

Air Force helicopter pilot killed in crash

The accident occurred at about 1

The stone was tied by a cable to 

the helicopter, which tried and 
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failed to lift it. Sharon then stabi- 
lized the helicopter and tried to lift 
the heavy stone a second time. The 
cable snapped and the helicopter be- 
gan to wobble violently before 
crashing. 


Members of the joint Israeli- 
Egyptian military team at the scene 
pulled the wounded from the wreck- 
age. and the MNF helicopters flew 
them to hospital.

‘Soviet rabbis 


linked to KGB’

The former head of the Habad movement in Russia, Gershom Rosen- 
stein, said yesterday that if Israel treats the Soviet rabbis now visiting here as 
authentic Jewish leaders, “we will be undermining the future of Jewish life 


ia ‘the Soviet Union.” 


“These rabbis are still part of the Soviet system of oppression,” Rosen- 
stein told The Jerusalem Post. He was referring to Rabbi Adolph Avraham 
Shayevitch of Moscow and Rabbi Boris Haim Levitis of Leningrad, who are 


here with other Soviet Jewish religious functionaries as guests of the Tel 
Aviv Great Synagogue. : 

Rosenstein, who came to Israel in July, stressed that ἃ new generation of 
men who “want to serve as religious leaders for Soviet Jewry should be 
trained abroad as rabbis, preferably in Israel, but also in the U.S. To 
recognize these others now and give them support, just when opportunities 
are opening up to train real rabbis and leaders, is to be an accomplice in 
oppression. : 

“If these rabbis want to come to Jerusalem to pray and make ¢’shuva 
[repentance]. then we'll help. But we shouldn't recognize them as leaders of 
Soviet Jewry.” 

He said that “these people are appointees of the Brezhnev regime. During 
that time, all those who wanted to study in a yeshiva had to prove themselves 
first as informers for the KGB. To get permission to study in the Budapest 
seminary, they had to prove that they would be reliable instruments of the 
KGB system of control. later in their careers. 

“All this is obvious to anyone who has lived in Russia. I once saw a report 
to the KGB written by Shayevitch’s predecessor, Rabbi Fishman, about a 
group of foreigners who visited his synagogue. It was a detailed account of 
who they spoke with, what they spoke about and for how long.” — 

Rosenstem explained that the KGB has always closely supervised and 
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: because they have regular contacts with people and institutions abroad, and, 

until recently. anything involving contact with foreigners was closely 

watched by the KGB. In addition, the regime has always been ideologically 
to any sort of religious practice.” - 

He said that Habad and other Orthodox groups in Russia don't recognize 
the smicha (ordination) which the Budapest seminary, which is Conserva- 
tive, bestowed on Shayevitch and Levitis. “A survey of Jewish life in the 
Soviet Union which we carried out several ago tumed up only one 
rabbi with Orthodox smicha in all of Russia. But I won't identify him 
because Shayevitch would make trouble for him.” 

Despite its antipathy towards state-controlled religious life, Habad man- 
aged to place its activists in influential positions in the two Moscow syna- 


gogues. 

“For years it has been a daily struggle with the official leadership of the 
synagogues. But we worked on the borderline, changing things day by day. 
As of now, about 90 per cent of the religious needs in Moscow are provided 
by Habad: circumcision, ritual slaughtering, scribes, mikves and Tora 
Ἱ Four months ago, he said, the authorities permitted three Habad teachers 
to hold religious classes in the two synagogues. 

Rosenstein is now setting up an organization called Kesharim (“Connec- 
tions”), which wil] encourage synagogues in Israel and the U.S. to support 
congregations in Russia by sending teachers and other aid.

ment in Afghanistan and airlift 
many senior cabinet ministers, in- 
cluding President Najibullah, to the 
Soviet Union within the few remain- 
ing weeks before the February 15 
deadline for the complete withdraw- 
al of the Soviet occupation force. 

The current frenetic diplomatic 
activity by Yuli Vorontsov, the first 
deputy Soviet foreign minister and 
currently also Soviet ambassador to 
Kabul, 15 designed to try to find a 
way of leaving some form of politi- 
cal framework which might prevent 
ἃ complete collapse of Afghanistan 
into civil war. 

Neither the alliance of mujahi- 
deen rebel groups nor Najibullah’s 
government has been able to agree 
on any which might be 
broadly acceptable to most Afghans 
and which could lead to some politi- 
cal stability following the Soviet 
pull-out. 

Although it seems clear that Naji- 
buillah and his government are being 
dumped, the Soviets still hope to 
retain a role for the present ruling 
party, the People’s Democratic Par- 
ty of Afghanistan. The mujahideen 


have always refused to have any- 
thing to do with the Communist re- 
gime and its party, the PDPA. 
But some of the mujahideen lead- 
ers have recently started negotiating 
with Vorontsov and the first meet- 
ing was recently heid in Saudi Ara- 
bia. Riyadh is a key supporter of the 
mujahideen and has provided them 
with considerable financial backing. 
More meetings are planned. 
Vorontsov has.also been to Rome 
to discuss the situation with the for- 
mer king of Afghanistan, Zahir 
Shah. The mujahideen have always 
ruled out any role for him but -- in 
the absence of any agreement 
among the resistance about the 
shape of the next political adminis- 
tration - Vorontsov is attempting to

This would prevent the most em- 
barrassing outcome for the Soviets:

This scenario leaves the Soviets 
not only with a military defeat, but 


with a complete political defeat and 
their economic interests in Afghani- 
stan threatened. .

A complicating factor in Voront- 
sov’s plan is the bitter internal dis- 
putes between the two main factions 
of the PDPA. Hie Parchamts and the 
Khalgis. The Khalgi leader, 
Syed Ghulabzoi, the aaron minis- 
ter, around whom an increasingly 
anti-Najibullah group was forming, 
was unceremoniously and unwilling- 
ly forced to leave the country in 
November to become Afghan am- 
bassador to Moscow.

It will 
treat Shamir's proposals as a basic 
starting point for mediation, at- 
tempting mn the process to chip away 
at the prime minister's less accept- 
able positions. 

A senior American official said 
this week that the U.S. prefers to 
seek prior coordination with Israel 
and then with the Arabs before in- 
viting the Soviet Union to join the 
process. If this effort fails, the stage 
will be set for a possible joint effort 
by the two superpowers, he said. 

From this point of view, the 
changing of the guard this week be- 
tween outgoing U.S. Ambassador 
Thomas Pickering and incoming 
William Brown could not have oe 
at a more opportune moment. Sha- 
mir, Arens and the Likud as a whole 
did not regard Pickering as an hon- 
est broker in the volatile political 
debate which raged here over the 
1987 London. Agreement. Picker- 
ing, they feel, placed all his eggs in 
Peres’s basket recruiting the admin- 
istration in cahoots with the foreign 
minister in the effort to coerce Sha- 
mir to accept the principles of the 
agreement with Hussein. Brown, on 
the other hand, served here between 
1979 and 1982 under then-Ambassa- 
dor Sam Lewis; he is well-known 
and enjoys ample credit with both 
Shamir and Arens, for the time be- 
ing at least.

experience. Two of these are proce- 
dural, one a mix of procedure and 
substance. 

The framework: Under pressure 
not to reject Shultz’s proposals com- 
pletely, Shamir agreed in October 
last year to allow Shultz to explore 
with Jordan's King Hussein the pos- 
sibility that. instead of a full-fledged 
international conference, the two 
superpowers would “launch” direct 
negotiations between the sides. 

That agreement. incidentally. was 
vigorously opposed by Arens. and 
made subordinate by Shamir to sev- 
eral stringent conditions for the So- 
viet Union, including the establish- 
ment of full diplomatic relations. It 
is said that the original idea for the 
superpower auspices originated in 
Peres's bureau.

But Hussein is no longer the 
main player that he was, and Mos- 
cow has been broadly hinting that it 
does not reject the idea out of hand. 
Egypt, despite its continued vocal 
support for the international confer- 
ence with ail five permanent mem- 
bers of the Security Council in atten- 
dance, is basically interested in 
movement, no matter under what 
roof, in order to accelerate its return 
to the Arab world.

Palestinian representation: 
Throughout the past few months, 
the U.S. has been quietly exploring 
the possibility of municipal elections 
in the West Bank and Gaza as a 
means of establishing Palestinian 
representation with the tacit ap- 
proval of the PLO. The elections 
proposal, in one form or another, is 
supported by Labour, by some 
prominent members in the Likud 
who are especially close to Shamir, 
and, as signalled this week by Pales- 
tinian activist Faisal Husseini, is be-

ing seriously considered by the Pal- 
estinians themselves. 

Shamir supports elections, but 
only within the framework of Camp 
David. meaning only after talks on 
the modalities of the autonomy have 
been concluded. Elections, he feels, 
are sure to sprout Palestinian per- 
sonalities who are totally beholden 
to the PLO. 

Elected before talks, these chosen 
representatives would soon demand 
direct PLO participation in peace 
talks and the establishment of a Pal- 
estinian state. Elected after talks, 
they would be confined to the provi- 
sions of any interim agreement, and 
Israel, by then, would have done its 
bit anyway. 

The PLO, ironically, may find 
some common ground with Shamir 
on this matter. ‘There is no legiti- 
macy like elected legitimacy,” an 
American official said this week, 
and this legitimacy could prove a 
serious threat to the PLO, with the 
elected representatives gaining 
world-wide recognition and Israel 
slowly driving a wedge between the 
PLO and the Palestinians in the 
territories.

Negotiations with inhabitants of 
the West Bank would also cast a 
shadow on the Palestinian exile and 
its concerns. The PLO might also be 
apprehensive about the degree of 
support which the Islamic move- 
ment Hamas and its own Palestinian 
opposition might garner in such 
elections. 

The PLO. thus, might be more 
amenable to appointed representa- 
tives which it could more easily con- 
trol and to some of which Israel 
would eventually have to agree. 


THE U.S. WILL find ample sup- 
port in Shamir’s own backyard for 
efforts to change his mind on the 
matter of elections. It will have to 
give generous commitments to the 
PLO abont its eventual physical par- 
ticipation in peace talks in order to 
secure the organization's approval 
for elections or for any other form of 
representation.

ΠΑ matter of acoustics 


REGARDLESS OF indications from the Prime Minister’s Office 
about a soon-io-be-launched Israeli diplomatic initiative, the 
consensus among many of the country’s leading foreign affairs 
and Middle East experts is that, for one reason or another, this is 
just not in the cards. Few observers believe that Israel can either 
come up now with a breakthrough move or that it even should. 


Lack of faith in a significant change appearing on the horizon is 
about all the experts agree on. Broadly speaking, they are as 
divided as public opinion is. The further left one goes, the greater 
the conviction that the onus is on Israel to produce a solution; 
while in the other direction, doubts mount as to whether any 
change at all has occurred in the PLO stance. 


things too differently from Burg. 
Were it up to him, he “would no 
doubt continue the no-contact poli- 
cy towards the PLO, as any contact 
with that organization implies con- 
ferring legitimacy upon it. That is 
what the'U.S. has now done, even if 
conditionally so. But it doesn't be- 
hove us to legitimize the PLO as 
well because for Israel to legitimize 
the PLO is to de-legitimize itself,” 
stresses Prof. Blum, who now teach- 
es international law at the Hebrew 
University. 

Should Israel open talks with the 
PLO, he believes, “the game would 
be over for us, for what such a dia- 
logue means is a Palestinian state, 
which the majority in this country 
still rejects.’ As Blum sees it, Ara- 
fat's pronouncements of late are at 
the very most a tactical maneuver 
rather than a strategic transforma- 


tion. “We cannot assume otherwise. 


‘so long.as the Palestinian Charter 
hasn't been abolished. It still contin- 
ues to state that the Jews are not a 
nation and hence are not entitled to 
self-determination. That charter still 
rejects even the 1947 partition and 
labels the existence of Israel ‘unlaw- 
ful. irrespective of the passage of 
time.” 

“So Jong as this charter stays as is, 
we are perfectly right to be suspi- 
cious and no one can consider us 

oid. We can’t prevent the 
U.S.. Australia, Sweden and other 
such ‘closely-involved’ countries 
from consorting with the PLO. But 
if they are wrong it would be no skin 
off their noses. They are taking no 
risks and wouldn't have to face the 
consequences of their errors. Their 
stand is almost immoral. This should 
be the leitmotif of our /asbara,” 
Blum recommends. ᾿ 


“We must present our case force- 
fully but’ unhysterically. It is still 
possible to make an impact on world 
opinion if we do things right and 
don't just complain of Arafat's mon- 
umental deception, without explain- 
ing. Our difficulty is that Arafat 
speaks in simplistic one-liners and 
exposing his phony issues necessi- 
tates complicated arguments,” ac- 
cording to Blum, who urges that 
Israel “launch an all-out campaign 
for American public opinion. If the 
Washington administration believes 


that the public no longer supports 
us, it may seek to pressure us, even 
if it calls this by another name. The 
U.S. shift has already damaged us 
and created an eager chain-reaction 
in Europe, turning Arafat into a fly- 
ing statesman. 

“All this. I am afraid, will only 
encourage terrorism. Officially, the 
PLO will disclaim responsibility and 
there will be those glad to accept 
such dubious denials.

This Israeli initiative, says 
Kimche, should come via “a dra- 
matic declaration, with good orches- 
tration, that would reach all world 
audiences. Things should be said in 
a clear, unambiguous fashion, in a 
way the whole warld would 
understand.” 


Israel should negotiate with any- 
one the residents of the territories 
elect, provided these representa- 
tives live in the territories and are 
not professional PLO executives 
from the outside. “We should deal 
with anyone except the ‘professional 
Abu's.” Who the Palestinian repre- 
sentatives are is up to them. If they 
cannot or will not choose them, it 


would be their own problem,” 
stresses Kimche, who strongly be- 
lieves that such an initiative is a, 
viable, realistic option. 


ANOTHER FORMER Foreign 
Ministry director-general (during 
the pre-1977 Labour era) is Shlomo 
Avineri. But, contrary to Kimche, 
his comments strike very despon- 
dent cords. Like Kimche, Avineri 
too would like to see Israel launch a 
bold new initiative, although the 
one he would wish for is quite differ- 
ent from Kimche's recipe. 

“Were it up to me,” he told The 
Post, “I would challenge Arafat to 
come to the Knesset, address the 
Israeli public and be questioned. 
This is the only way to see if he is 
truly seeking peace or if he is engag- 
ing in a public opinion campaign. 


_However, no Israeli politician, from

this, because none possesses a clear 
mandate from the electorate for 
such a move,” he admits. 

To his mind, there is “no doubt 
that the PLO made significant 
changes vis-a-vis Israel. Certainly, 
these changes are not far-reaching 
enough, but in order to evaluate 
them fully, some sort of dialogue is 
imperative. Moreover, Israel now 
should specify just what changes it 
wants. 
grave doubts that this unity govern- 
ment can introduce a meaningful 
initiative because of the division 
built into it, reflecting the division of 
the nation on the single major issue 
facing it. The most this government 
can rise to.” Prof. Avineri com- 
ments, “is some form of damage 
control, but hardly the significant 
step the situation demands.” 

Avineri chalks it all up to “the 
inconclusive elections. The two par- 
ties campaigned on the major issue 
and each presented a very clear le- 
gitimate alternative. Each party 
asked for a mandate from the voter, 
but none got it. People are just now 
beginning to wake up to this awful 
truth. Thus far, all the coalition hag- 
giing overshadowed this basic fact 
and the attention was drawn to side 
religious issues. But the primary im- 
plication of the election results is 
that neither large party can realize 
the alternative it put to the nation.

Elections, which are supposed to 
provide us with answers, did not. 
The public clearly has not made up 
its mind, resulting in a government 
incapable of a meaningful 
response.” 


AVINERI'S DOUBTS are echoed 
by the head of Tel Aviv University’s 
Jaffee Centre for Strategic Studies, 
Aharon Yariv, who stresses that he 
knows “what Israel should do, but I 
doubt that this government is capa- 
ble of it. Given the government we 
have, things are very problematic 
indeed. The first move I would 
make is to offer to talk to the Pales- 
tinians, if they forthwith cease the 
intifada. This violence must stop — 
and, if not, we are fully entitled not 
to talk to them. My assumption is 
that efforts would be made to in- 
deed stop it. ἢ 

“Next, Israel must begin consid- 
ering in earnest the solution it envi- 
sions. This need not entail map- 
drawing since we face a long, hard 
negotiating and we are ἃ 
divided nation. Perhaps at a Jater 
stage this might mean a referendum, 
but first we have to know what we 
are talking about. The range of solu- 
tions stretches all the way from a bi- 
national state to the Greater Israel. 
A government should have some 
idea of where it is going and, given 


our political situation, I can't see. 


how this would be accomplished.” 

In any case, Yariv emphasizes, “it 
is better that we go to negotiations 
on our own initiative than be abject- 
ly dragged. We must not kid our- 
selves that we can ignore changes. 
Nothing stands still in this world. 
We can be coerced against our will. 
The U.S. is not obliged to continue 
economic and diplomatic aid. We 
have just recently had an example of 
how the Common Market can co- 
erce us, when it forced us to allow 
separate agricultural exports from 
the territories. We are an asset to 
the U.S., but we must also not lose 
sight of proportions.” 

In 1974, when he served as infor- 
mation minister in the Labour gov- 
ermment, Yariv was co-author with 
Mapam’s Victor Shem-Tov of a for- 
mula, seen as radical then, detailing 
Israel's conditions for contacts with 
the Palestinians. These were three-

Harkabi also opposes the demand 
that a condition for any talks would 
be an end to the intifada: “The PLO 
has no control over it," he claims, 
“but, should negotiations get under 
way, the atmosphere would change 
and the intifada would cease on its

Were all these conditions indeed 
met by Arafat? Yariv says they were 
not. “But we cannot ignore his pro- 
nouncements, which are based on 
the requests we had submitted to the 
Americans. Where Arafat fails to 
meet the (Yariv-Shemtov) formula 
test. it is partly the result of Israel's 
errors, We have been remiss in fail- 
ing to present to the Americans the 


. demand that the Palestinian Charter 


be amended. 

“Still, Arafat's words are not val- 
ueless. They lessen but do not total- 
ly obviate our justified doubts about 
his intentions: The Swedes and the 
Americans did not demand the char- 
ter amendment — and we are where 


‘we are. This doesn’t mean that we 


can turn a blind eye to reality. We 
must start a dialogue with the Pales- 
tinians and this means the PLO.” 
Yariv asserts. 


YEHOSHAFAT HARKABI, who 
teaches international relations and 
Middle Eastern studies at the He- 
brew Univerity, wholehearted!; εἰνι- 
braces Yariv's recommendation but 
goes even further. He knows the 
solution Israel should aim for -- ἃ 
Palestinian state: “What Israel 
should do right away is start negotia- 
tions with the PLO. Israel still per- 
sists in a single-state solution to the 
Palestine problem. while the PLO 
ow has switched to a two-state so- 
lution. This has wrought a tum- 
about in the world’s attitude. We 
must remember that Israel itself was 
born as ἃ result of the world’s sup- 
port for the two-state formula.” 
Today, says Prof. Harkabi, “the 
world’s support has switched to the 
PLO. Our situation would be far 
improved if we reach negotiations 
under our own steam and not under 
duress. Let's not kid ourselves -- the 
world can pressure us. We now face 
a situation in which the whole world 


Palestinian state is established there 
would be those on the other side 
who would continue to pressure us. 
There would be a continued conflict 
in the Palestinan ranks between 
those who would want the war to’ 
end and those who would wish to 
realize the Arab idea of finishing 
Israel off in stages. getting from it 
what is possible at each phase of the 
conflict and then moving on to fur- 
ther demands. 

“But there would also be vested 
interests in peace.

Harkabi defines himself as a Ma- 
chiavellian dove — “‘meaning that 1 
am not a dove out of some hi 
minded ideals, but because dovish 
solutions would serve israe] best.” 

But is his scenario realistic? Har- 
kabi concedes that it is “not because 
this nation is suffering from a na- 
tional syndrome of warped thought 
and this applies equally to Labour 
and the Likud. I know what Shamir 
is thinking. He wants to wear the 
Palestinians out and demonstrate 
via settlements that Israel will not 
cede the territories. But Labour 
teally condones settlements despite 
anti-annexation lip-service. They 
accept the idea of withdrawal but 
not of a Palestinian state. Such a 
state cannot be prevented but La- 
bour prefers to igonore this. It pre- 
tends to be different from the Likud 
but is just like it. Labour is fast 
relegating itself to irrelevancy,”” 
Harkabi insists. 

“Given this situation.” he asserts 
in conclusion. “I don’t see Israel 
coming up with any initiative. No 
saving solution will come out of the 
present political situation. I don't 
really have any hope. This nation 
thinks wrong. People don't know 
what world they live in. They are 
blind. This nation is stupid. This is a 
country full of idiots.” 


Frustrating time for women in politics 


FRUSTRATED. Disappointed. 
Angry. .Fed up.. These adjectives 
barely describe the mood of politi- 
cally active Israeli women. 

The “minority” that makes up 51 
per cent of the country’s population 
had its worst showing ever in the 
Knesset elections, obtaining only 
seven seats. And to top that off, 
women were unexpectedly left out 
of the new government. 

“I¢ was a surprise to us all,” says 
Labour activist Yael Dayan. Many 
Labour women were expecting two 


- ministers in’ this government: Sho- 


shana: Arbeli-Almoslino, who held 
the Health portfolio, aad Ora Na- 

᾿ mir, who headed the Knesset La- 
bour and Social Welfare Commit- 
tee.

“As head of Na’amat, Masha Lu- 
belsky represents 750,000 women. 
And did Peres treat her?” she 
asked. “He didn’t find a way to tell 
her before the party meeting that he 
had a problem, that he had to take 
Shoshana Arbeli-Almoslino off the 
list and couldn't put Ora Namir on.™ 

Rom suggests that if Peres had 
discussed this with Lubelsky before 
his announcement, and had talked 
to her about other positions women 
might get. she could have relayed 
the message to the party women and 
averted the angry outburst. But the 


chairman of her own party didn't 


even show her respect as nes ofa 
powerful interest group: “He just 

d the carpet out from under her 
feet," as Rom puts it. 


In addition, she says. Peres ig- 
nored the will of the Central Com- 
mittee, which had elected Namir to 
first place in its interna] elections. 
“Ora does the best parliamentary 
work in the Knesset and there's a 
lack of recognition of that.” 

Not that Rom believes her party 
has a better record in recognizing 
women. Five years ago, when she 
did not win the Likud’s nomination 
to be its candidate for the mayoral 
race in Haifa, she formed her own 
party. This year. she’s come back to 
Likud, and is trying to get on the 
local list. However, she is not opti- 
mistic that any women will make the 
list. 

Rom believes that women may 
have to resort to threats to get politi- 
cal representation. Imagine, she 
says, the heads of the volunteer 
women's organizations closing the 
doors of their kindergartens and 
old-age homes and saying. “If you 
want us to continue to do this volun- 
teer work, give us four or five 
ministers.” 


AS A RESULT of the disappoint- 
ments of these past weeks, Labour 
Party women have formed a volun- 
teer committee to work on a “recu- 
peration plan,” specifying the type 
of work that needs to be done to 
eliminate discrimination. assure 


quotas for women, and provide po- 
litical education for women in the 
party. 

“The problem is inequality of op- 
portunities,” according to Yael Da- 
yan. Recently: won over to the im- 
portance of quotas, she says, 
“Quotas are not anti-democratic. 
They can serve as a temporary mea- 
sure to bring women up to the same 
starting point.” 

No matter what is decided, Dayan 
believes that Labour women can or- 
ganize to support candidates on an 
individual basis. even without the 
backing of the party. She also be- 
lieves that non-party activities could 
be very useful in furthering women 
in. politics, and points to the Israel 
Women's Network as a good exam- 


ple of how women can support each | 


other across party lines. 

Despite the Labour Party wom- 
en's plan of action, the mood re- 
mains “difficult,” says Rina Dotan, 
head of the party's women’s 
department. 

“There is a lot of internal criti- 
cism. There are those saying we 
should be more militant about get- 
ting women representatives. It’s not 
enough to be understood. If the 
game's dirty, we have to get dirty.” 

She believes that women's 
chances on the focal level are even 
worse than the national results 
reflect. 

“Qn the local level, it's even more 
of a life-or-death political battle, 
with representatives of different

A very special relationship | 


FEW countries in the world can have been as 
fortunate as Israel in America's choice of am- 
bassadors to them. Throughout four decades, 
from 1948 until today, from the beloved 
James G. McDonald and Walworth Barbour, 
with their still halting Hebrew, to Sam Lewis 
and Thomas J. Pickering, near-masters of the 
language, a long line of sympathetic American 
envoys have proved vital agents in cultivating 
what has over the years, and through periods 
of strain and stress, become a very special 
relationship between America and Israel. 

Mr. Pickering’s successor, William Brown, 
a senior and experienced diplomat and a vet- 
eran of the U.S. embassy in Tel Aviv, who 
presented his credentials to President Chaim 
Herzog yesterday. promises to worthily ex- 
tend that line. 

Ambassador Brown is assuming office at a 
time when the relationship, though still in full 
bloom, is beset with prickly new chailenges. 
Israel's favoured position as a strategic ally, 
and as a beneficiary of America’s diplomatic 
protection and economic generosity, remains 
well-nigh invulnerable. The ethical heritage 
and the democratic faith shared by the En- 
glish-speaking super-power and the little Jew- 
ish state, as well as the active support of the 
American-Jewish community, keep propping 
it up. 

But the historical context in which that en- 
viable position was attained is changing with a 
dizzying speed; and what was taken for grant- 
ed even the day before yesterday may 10 
longer hold water. 

America’s solicitude for Israel’s security 

in no small measure from an apprecia- 
tion of the aid that Israel, for its part, was able 
and willing to offer towards the strengthening 
of Western defences against Russia’s designs 
for global domination, notably in the Middle 
East; and it was Lestwoagind by a sense οἱ a 
danger that aggressive, Soviet-supporte - 
ee not least the terrorist PLO, posed for 


Israel. With the threat of the Evil Empire . 


notion uppermost on his mind, Ronald Rea- 
gan was prepared to ignore Menachem Be- 
gin’s abusive dismissal of the U.S. president’s 
September 1, 1982 “initiative,” and after a 
mild on the knuckles forgive the enact- 
ment of the Jerusalem Law, and of the Golan 
Law too. 


way to negotiation, and formerly hostile Arab 
— even PLO — minds began turning to peace- 
making, Israel would have to adjust its poli- 
cies to the new reality or risk repercussions on 
the level of its relationship with the U.S. 
Rejectionist Israeli leaders could then no 
longer keep warming the cockles of their 
hearts with gusts of Cold War winds. 

With a powerful thaw already underway 
between the U.S. and the Soviet Union, offi- 
cial Israel is still operating on pre-thaw 
assumptions. 

The PLO’s manifestly incomplete about- 
face, itself nevertheless to some degree a 
product of the thaw, is being derided as mere- 
ly a cynical exercise in public relations. Wash- 
ington's decision to open an exploratory, and 
non-committal, dialogue with the “new” PLO 
is being attacked as rank and intolerable 
treachery. 

President Reagan's prolific assurances of 
America’s abiding commitment to Israel’s se-- 
curity and to the fight against terrorism, and 
of its continued opposition to an independent 
Palestinian state. do not appear to be taken at 
face value. 

The inadequacy of such negativism, partic- 
ularly as a triggering mechanism for the re- 
sumption of the long-dormant peace process, 
is no secret to Mr. Shamir himself. The pre- 
mier is well aware that something better than 
the tired reiteration of rusty formulas is need- 
ed to foil the PLO’s political desigas. How 
new, and how realistic, the new initiative he is 
now promising may tum out to be, is still 
anybody’s guess. 

‘That the initiative will not follow the U.S. 
recipe is obvious: the head of the present 
Israeli government could not, for example, 
even if he so wished, undertake to talk to the 
PLO. While that would be a fatal flaw in the 
eyes of President Hosni Mubarak, it need not 
put the Americans off. What the U.S. does 
appear to expect, and rightly so, is that there 
should be an Israeli initiative, based on facts 
not fantasies, and ready for submission to 
President George Bush before his administra- 
tion has knuckled down to charting its own 
Middle East peace policy.

A MONTH AGO while visiting 
Switzerland, 1 was surprised to no- 
tice that the price of tomatoes in the 
markets was half that which we were 
forced to pay recently here in Israel. 
Indeed, most goods -- from textiles 
to electric appliances to food items -- 
were cheaper in the Alpine country 
that is generally considered to be 
one of the most expensive places to 
live as well as to visit. 

This was the first time in many 
years that I found Switzerland less 
expensive than Israel. One may say 
that this fact alone is enough to push 
us into a big devaluation in order so 
that we can regain our competitive 
edge, both domestically and inter- 
nationally. After all, we have not 
suddenly become more efficient 
than the Swiss. The critics’ natural 
tendency, however, has been to lay 
the blame on the shekel's apprecia- 
tion during the fast three years. 

However, on second thought. I 
recall that we have already experi- 
enced endless devaluations intended 
to reduce our standards of living and 
intensify our competitive edge. But 
somehow, over the years, no real 
change has occurred and we have 
been left with the empty slogan that 
devaluation is “supposed to help” - 
a slogan the Old Guard is loathe to 
give up. 

It may seem strange that as more 
austerity measures have been inflict- 
ed upon the public, its resistance to 
them has increased. The public has 
become more sophisticated, the bot- 
tom line being that it actually re- 
ceived more, as far as wages and 
living standards were concerned. 
than expected. Subsequently, posi- 
tive results have not been achieved 
through devaluations. In fact, the 
accumulative amount of devalua- 
tious since 1948 amounts to 
6,719,000 per cent! The only things 
devaluations have brought about 
are inflation, hyperinflation, redis- 
tribution of wealth in favour of the 
wealthy ~ and frustration. 


SOMETHING IS wrong with the 
economic system. During the last 
few years, the government has dras- 
tically cut its budget deficit to the 
lowest it's been for years. The defi- 
cit has been between zero to 2-3% 
of the GDP for the last year. This is 
a very low local deficit by any inter- 
national standard, and one that is 
much better than that of some West- 
em industrialized countries.

Confused? You are probably as 
confused as the decision-makers 
are.

Some southern European and 
Third World countries have made 
much progress by conducting re- 
form programmes. They are passing 
us by effortlessly on their way to 
joining the ranks of the wealthy na- 
tions. Spain is a good example. Its 
economy is very similar to ours in 
many ways. It enjoys the advantage 
of being closer to our natural mar- 
kets, and of being very conscious of 
where it wants to go and how to get 
there. 

The impending EC unification in 
1992 will harm us if we do not act 
now and take the right measures to 
change our economic structure — the 
core of all our economic troubles. 
Only a few weeks ago. employees 
received a 4.5% cost-of-living allow- 
ance which was wiped out with one 
blow this week when the govern- 
ment devalued the shekel by almost 
the same amount. The workers 
would certainly prefer a stable econ- 
omy instead of being part of a fluc- 
tuating one which harms not only 
the materia! but the spiritual well- 
being of the population. The combi- 
nation of c-o-l allowance and deval- 
uation demonstrates the unhealthy 
sort of structure that allows the His- 
tadrut to have a big say in the econo- 
my, causing all involved to play 
wasteful games. 

If the industrialists are of the 
opinion that the payment of c-o-l 
allowance is detrimental to their 
competitiveness, then they should 
pay what they can. Firms could cut 
their managers’ huge salaries, fire 
inefficient workers and manage- 
ment, and only then call for devalu-

Local municipalities should not 
be overly concerned with devalua- 
tion either. Their mayors can con- 
tinue their inefficient administration 
and spend funds on the eve of the 
municipal elections safe in the 
knowledge that they have the au- 
thority to increase the Amona, or 
municipal rates, according to the 
rate of inflation -- if not more. 

Monopolies such as Dubek or 
Elite can always claim that prices of 
raw materials went up because of 
devaluation. As a result of bureau- 
cratic calculations, these firms re- 
ceive approval almost automatically 
to raise their prices. Rare are the 
times when some authority has 
enough power to check whether 
documents concerning the prices are 
reai or false, as in the case of cus- 
toms officials who are currently in- 
vestigating Dubek. Part of the prob- 
lem is also that a lot of importers 
have the sole franchise for popular 
brand-name goods, The govern- 
ment has blocked imports from new- 
ly-industrializing countries (NICs). 
Therefore. even when there is no 
change in foreign exchange rates 
against the basket of currencies, 
when European currencies do ap- 
preciate, we cannot offset these in- 
flationary pressures by allowing 
cheaper goods from southeast Asia 
to come in. 

A similar situation is to be found 
in our farming sector. Tomato prices 
can soar, yet no tomatoes are al- 
lowed to be imported due to the 
strong lobby of the farmers. Honey 
prices can automatically be in- 
creased by the “honey board” with- 
out any fear of foreign competition. 
Thus, in the land of milk and honey 
and οἱ and tomatoes. we pay 
more Yhin'péople do abroad.

DOES ISRAEL have the best gov- 
ernment that money can buy? if the 
aim of the Labour Party in joining 
the unity government was to bail out 
Histadrut enterprises and the kib- 


was probably a major objective of 
some interest-oriented pressure 
ups within the party. 

But it most likely was not the 
overriding objective of Party Chair- 
man Shimon Peres. Not that he is 
oblivious to the political importance 
of the Histadrut and its manifoid 
economic enterprises. In 1965, 
when he organized the splinter Rafi 
Party in the wake of the Lavon Af- 
fair, he entered Rafi in the Hista- 
drut elections despite lack of ade- 
quate preparation, realizing that 
Labour was highly dependent on its 
leadership in the Histadrut to secure 
its political power. When he gave up 
the Rafi experiment and returned to 
the Labour fold, he is said to have 
come to the conclusion that, in the 
Israeli system, without a foothold in 
the economy, such as the Histadrut 
gave Labour, Rafi had no future. 

However, Peres has every reason 
not to bail out the Histadrut enter- 
prises. At the very least, that aim 
should be approached gradually and 
coordinated with the achievement 
of other policy objectives. Peres's 
Success as finance minister is likely 
to depend on the extent to which the 
Histadrut leadership continues to 
need him, more than he needs them. 
Each has his own cards to play, and 
the stakes are as much power as 
Ptr aditional int 

raditionally, treasury ministers 
regardless of party have had to bar- 
gain with the Histadrut leadership. 
With Labour once again in control 
of the ministry, the bargaining is 
intra-party rather than inter-party as 
it has been since the political up- 
heaval of 1977 that brought the Li- 
kud to power. However, even in the 
years of Labour's political hegemo- 
ny, the party's finance ministers of- 
ten found themselves in an adver- 
relationship with the party- 
controlled Labour Federation. 
particularly in the sensitive area of 


* ment. Sharo: 


Histadrut's previously compliant 
leadership became increasingly dif- 
ficult to control. However, both 
sides, while responsive to different 
pressures, are united by the com- 
mon realities, political and econom- 
ic, and by the overriding necessity of 
somehow reaching an accord. 


HISTADRUT ELECTIONS are 
only a year away. Within the Labour 

, Peres can hardly count on 
undivided support. These are ele- 
ments of weakness in the ini: 
position of the new treasury 
minister, 

On the other hand, the catastro- 
phe facing the Labour economy pro- 
vides Peres with important advan- 
tages. Within limits, he can take a 
leaf from the book of the haredim 
and use economically-orchestrated 
blessings and curses to get what he 
wants. Basically, this involves keep- 
ing the Histadrat leadership in line 
by the judicious use of Treasury 
control of capital flow. ᾿ 

When the Likud came to power, 
one of the Treasury's early measures 
was to restrict the use of Histadrut 
provident funds as a source of in- 
vestment capital for the Histadrut 
economy. Instead, the Histadrut 
pension funds were placed under the 
same restrictions as those of the pri- 
vate sector, requiring that the bulk 
of their reserves be invested in Trea- 
sury notes. Presumably, a return to 
the pre-Likud arrangement would 
be a shot in the arm to Labour's 
faltering enterprises, It could be jus- 
tified as a significant boost to eco- 
nomic growth, 2 declared Peres ob- 
jective. But if Peres makes the 
required change in Treasury regula- 
Gons, there is no reason why he 
should not exact a price. 

_Peres is likely to prefer indirect 
aid measures of this sort. The last 
major cash injection into the La- 
bour-affiliated settlements, the mo-

A dialogue with people called

Release Husseini now. 


MK Yair Tsaban (Mapam), who 
visited Faisal Husseini in jail on 
Wednesday, said that Husseini ex- 
Pressed his consent to the pi 
of holding elections in the territories 
provided that they were held on a 
free and democratic basis. Accord- 
ing to Tsaban, Husseini is sure that 
the majority of the elected represen- 
tatives would be close to the PLO 
stand and would therefore demand, 
Prior to or during the first meeting 
with the Israelis, the inclusion of 
PLO reresentatives from abroad in 
the dialogue. 

In other words, Husseini is saying 
that if Israel wants to move towards 
solving the Palestinian-Israeli con- 
flict, there is no escaping a direct 
dialogue with the PLO. An attempt 
to bypass the PLO by holding elec- 
tions in the territories would, ac- 
cording to the Palestinian leader, 
bring us back to square one. 

If this government really wants to 
start a dialogue with Palestinian 
leaders in the territories, a first step 
towards it should be the immediate 
telease of Faisal Husseini from ad- 
ministrative detention as a gesture 
of good will. Such a move ~ despite 
the fact that in two weeks he is due 
to be released anyway — would show 
that the government is sincerely in- 
terested in rapprochement with 
leaders in the West Bank and Gaza 
Suip. 

Whether we like it or not, Faisal 

Husseini represents the Palestinians 
of the occupied areas, who are today 
our enemies. If we deport Husseini 
or continue to hold him in adminis- 
trative detention, we will merely be 
drawing out an already protracted 
process. To do so will, in any event, 
imevitably lead to the same results: 
negotiations with the ita- 
tives of the Palestinians, i.e. the 
PLO. 
__ Why not launch negotiations now 
instead of trying to avoid and bypass 
them, an attempt which can only 
lead to more bloodshed and more 
innocent victims?

At Algiers in November, the PNC 
declared Jerusalem, Israel's capital, 
to be the capital of their new state, 
and demanded Israel's complete 
withdrawal ..from:. the.- territories; ~ 
contrary to the language of UN Res- 
olution 242,.In a 5 delivered . 
on Baghdad Radio on Dec. 19, less 
than a week after the-U.S. opened 
the dialogue with the PLO, Arafat 
spoke in the same vein: ‘‘We are in 
the last quarter hour...A defined 
struggle, and intensification of the 
uprising, continued martyrdom and 
an expansion of the confrontation 
will bring a final victory even 
closer.” 

These are not the words of a man 
who accepts Israel's legitimacy; they 
are the demands of a man who is 
devoted to its destruction. Conceiv- 
ably, Arafat now accepts Israel’s ex- 
istence. Hitler likewise recognized 
Poland, France. Austria and 
Czechoslovakia. But that hardly 
mattered when his troops invaded. 

Because the U.S. decision was 
presented as a procedural one based 
on 2 13-year-old agreement, and be- 
cause the secretary enjoyed the con- 
fidence and respect of the Jewish 
community, his action was not met 
with a great public confrontation. 
However, any change in U.S. policy 
towards Israel or the PLO on mat- 
ters of substance, would be viewed 
with deep consternation. This must 
be stated clearly to the PLO; so, 
too, should the U.S. expectation 
that the PLO’s new pledges will be 
matched by deeds. 


THIS REQUIRES Arafat to prove 
his representative capacity and pow- 
er by calling off the intifada and by 
repealing the “death to Israel” pro- 
visions of the Covenant. 

The U.S. decision to open discus- 
sions with the PLO is a fait accom- 
pli. Arafat will be put to the test. 
Either he will demonstrate his abili- 
ty and willingness to deliver or he

AT A HEBREW University-spon- 
sored symposium this week on the 
Who's A Jew issue, leading Ameri- 
can Jewish and Israeli academics 
agreed that it had caused real dam- 
age to the relationship between the 
world's two major Jewish communi- 
bee But as can be Se despeed the 
lowing quotes, they di on 
points of emphasis, on the placing of 
the blame, and on the permanence 
of the damage and its implications 
for the future of that relationship. 
Prof. Leonard Fein, a Boston- 
based political scientist and founder 
and former editor of Moment maga- 
zine, spoke eloquently of Israel’s 
failure to understand how much 
American Jews had internalized 
American values, especially the 
overriding importance of the indi- 
vidual in society, and how offensive 
to those values were the basic as- 
sumptions that lay behind the readi- 
ness of the Israeli politicians to “sell 
out” on the Who's a Jew issue. 
“Conversion, to American Jews,” 
said Fein, is based on consent, not 
on descent... American Jews are 
Jews by choice, not by circum- 
stance, as is the case for many Israe- 
lis... Regardless of the outcome of 
the debate, the damage has already 
been done. Past ambiguities are now 
stark contradictions... We are wit- 
nessing a revolution of collapsi

As to the different interpretations 
and emphases advanced by the vari- 
ous speakers, one can of course pay 
one's nickel and take one’s choice. I 
believe there is much truth in each 
of the opposing explanations.

establish it on much more realistic 
and deeper foundations. 

Israelis and — more shockingly -- 

an overwhelming majority of the Is- 
taeli elites truly do not understand 
what makes American Jewry tick. 
Conversely, as Fein pointed out, 
“The blame [for not understanding, 
each other} is not only Israel’s but 
can also be laid to American Jewish 
naivete and childishness.” 
; gIt val bemoch healthier if Ameri- 
‘can Jews prow up to understand the 
real world out there and their 
idealized image of Israel, which we 
have been at such pains to sel] them 
and to which they have been so de- 
termined to cling. 

What should be clear in seeking to 
establish a new level for the rela- 
tionship is that we both need each 
other very badly. Lipsett quoted an 
American journalist who contended 
that official and popular American 
support for Israel was based Jargely 
on the positive attitudes Americans 
have towards their own Jews. That 
may be an exaggeration, but there is 
good reason to believe that Israei 
will not be able to maintain that 
level and intensity of American sup- 
port if it loses the deep personal 
involvement of American Jews in its 
welfare. 

On the other hand, there is equal- 
ly good reason to believe that Amer- 
ican Jews will fail in their struggle to 
maintain the Jewish identity of their 
children and grandchildren if they 
do not develop and maintain a 
strong sense of national and commu- 
nal identity, of which an important 
expression is their focus on Israel. 


THESE MATTERS are part of the 
Jong-range aspect of the relationship 
between the two communities. In 
the short range, several steps must

The Who's a Jew debate should 
not be allowed merely to fade away 
by default. It is important that the 
Knesset debate the bills on amend- 
ing the Law of Return, that those 
seeking the amendment be roundly 
trounced on this issue, and that, in 
that process, as many mainline 
Knesset members as possible — from 
both major parties and from the 
non-Orthodox smaller ones — ex- 
press themselves as clearly as possi- 
ble in support of the pluralistic na- 
ture of the Jewish people both in 
Israel and in the Diaspora. 

It is also essential that our new 
Likud-Labour government, which 
will be paralytically helpless on 
many issues, mobilizes its resources 
to shore up the relationship with 
American Jewry for the coming 
fight in the U.S. around the latter's 
new relationship with the PLO. 

Things in that regard are far being 
as bleak as they seem. Large parts of 
the American people are profound- 
ly hostile to the PLO and the Arab 
cause. They correctly perceive — and 
reciprocate — the deeply based Arab 
animosity not only to Israel, but 
even more so to America and to the 
‘West and its values. 

Harnessing American Jewry in 
the fight against the PLO and 
against the Arab drive. to whittle 
Israel down in stages brea not be 
going against the grain of America’s 
own interests and opinions. On the 
contrary, this will provide an oppor- 
tunity to emphasize the community 

- of interests between, Americ3..gnd 


The condition for Israeli success 
in such a drive is Israeli leaders’ 
educating themselves out of their 
ialism. This is especially im- 
portant in the Likud, but not less so 
in Labour. One good sign in this 
direction is that Prime Minister Sha- 
mir, when finally confronted with 
the horrendous implications of his 
impending mindless sellout to the 
religious parties, was capable of re- 
versing course and turning the tables 
on the haredi parties. - 

The presence of Moshe Arens and 
Binyamin Netanyahu in the Foreign 
Ministry and of such new Likud 
ministers as Dan Meridor and Ehud 
Olmert in the government and of 
new MKs like Binyamin Begin in 
the Knesset also bode well for the 
success of such a process of self- 
education. 

The extent of that success will de- 
pend no little on Israel's ability to 
develop an internal foreign-policy 
consensus on the points on which 
the open-minded, pragmatic leader- 
ships of our two major parties can 
agree. As opposed to the impression 
created during the past two years 
and in our super-heated election 
campaign, the basis for such a con- 
sensus is definitely there.

“SOME ARE born great,” 
Shakespeare’s Malvolio reads. 
“Some achieve greatness. and 
some have greatness thrust 
upon them.” He might have 
added that yet others have 
greatness attributed to them af- 
ter their death, often by parties 
with an interest in basking in or 
otherwise profiting from the 
posthumous fame. 

Rabbi Haim Ben-Avraham 
Houry, who was born in Djer- 
ba, Tunisia in 1885 and died in 
Beersheba in 1957, wrote sev- 
eral books but was not general- 
ly known for his scholarship. 
Nor did his personality impress 
itself on wide circles, His sur- 
name, incidentally, is strange 
for a Jew, though tt is common 
among Tunisian Jewry. Houry 
— the "Ἢ is guttural — is the 
Arabic term for a Christian 
clergyman. (With an irate 
“h,” the word stands for the 
black-eyed virgin who awaits 
the devout Moslem in Para- 


dise.) 

After Rabbi Houry’s death, 
his son, and later his grandson, 
both rabbis, established Tora 
institutions in his name, and 
stories of his miraculous feats 
were spread among the Tuni- 
sian communities in Israel. He 
became a Gréat Man. 

Tunisian Jewry was rich in 
folklore and there are many 
tales of rabbis who performed 
miracles. There was one who 
tumed a cabinet minister into 
an ass. One would like to know 
which rabbi it is who turns asses 
into ministers. He should be 
told to stop. 

Now the Talmud Tora and 
girls’ kindergarten named in his 
memory, Otzar Hahaim, in 
Beersheba’s Street of the Es- 
senes, have hit on a fund-rais- 
ing gimmick.

THE POSTER bears the quo- 
tation from Genesis: “And he 
smelled the smell of his clothes 
and blessed him.” Of course 
the younger Hourys omit to 
point out that this was the de- 
ception practised by Jacob on 
his aged, blind father. The 
smell of the garment of a rabbi 
deceased now for 31 years sure- 
ly ought to be that of camphor. 
After all, rabbis don’t sweat, 
and even if they did, the smell 
must have wor off by now. 
And odour of sanctity is a pure~ 
ly Christian concept. The in- 
tention of those who wrote the 
poster is to reinforce the claim 
in its text that one acquires a 
blessing through contact with a 
relic whose current owners de- 
clare to be holy. 

The presumption is an echo 
of the accounts in the two 
Books of Kings of Elijah’s 
cloak passing to Elisha, who 
thereupon became his heir. 
The Hebrew word aderer is 
generally translated as mantle. 
rather than robe or cloak, and 
as such has entered English lit- 
erature in the metaphoric 
sense. Matthew Amold wrote 
that on Heine had fallen the 
largest part of Goethe's mantle. 

In Spain and elsewhere in 
Europe during the Middle 
Ages, Frazer reports in The 
Golden Bough, adopted chil- 
dren were known as mantle 
children. This was because, to 
effect the adoption. the child 
was placed under the new fa- 
ther's or mother’s mantle. In 
Bulgaria even in this century, 
the adoptive mother would 
place the child at her feet and 
pull it up under her dress, 
bringing it out at her breast. 

And there is the Greek leg- 
end that Hera, the wife of 
Zeus, adopted Hercules by 
simulating his birth by her. 


ENCOURAGING THE learn- 
ing of Tora is laudable, but not 
through pandering to supersti- 
tions and even creating new 
ones by attributing to mani- 
mate objects the power to 
bless. Shakespeare spoke of 
“the ignorant fames that man- 
tle their clearer reason.” While 
Cervantes, ditto, described 
sleep as “the mantle that cov- 
ers all human thoughts.”

Arye Der’: 


Graduating to the 
Interior Ministry

WHEN ARYE Deri was sworn in 
as interior minister this week, some 
journalists remarked that the event 
resembled a graduation ceremony. 

They were referring, of course, to 
his age. At 29, he is the youngest 
minister ever to serve in an Israe! 
government. He also never graduat- 
ed. In fact, Der’i, who went into a 
yeshiva after eight years in Agudat 
Yisrael’s independent school sys- 
tem, does not even have a matricu- 
lation certificate. 

For thousands of young ultra-Or- 
thodox yeshiva students, his accom- 
plishments are a symbol of the fact 
that they no longer have to leave the 
world of study in order to advance 
to the top in Israel society. Until 
then, the best a yeshiva student who 
lacked a secular education or army 
experience could hope for was a po- 
sition as a dayan, rabbinical court 


judge. ᾿ 
But neither the absence of a high 
school education nor his relative 
youth seem to be constraining fac- 
tors in the meteoric rise of this Shas 
leader, whose career indicates that 
he possesses either a great deal of 
luck or an almost incredible degree 
of political shrewdness. Those who 
have ‘worked with him describe 
Der’i as an energetic, clever and 
able administrator, be it in the ye- 
shiva atmosphere or in the ministry. 
Der’i’s career began several years 
ago when, as a young yeshiva stu- 
dent, he supplemented his income 
by giving private lessons. Among his 
pupils was the young son of Rabbi 
Ovadia Yosef, the former Sephardi 
chief rabbi who is regarded as one of 
the Tora luminaries of our time. 
Even at that time. Yosef was im- 
pressed with the young yebiva stu- 
dent. Later, when the Jerusalem 
Shas party was organized, Yosef be- 
gan looking around for someone to 
organize a national group to coun- 
terbalance the powerful Jerusalem 
faction. He asked what had become 
of the young tutor and discovered 
that Der'i had become the adminis- 


trator of Yeshivat Lev Banim, a Se-_ 


phardi yeshiva for newly-religious 

young men. . 
In Shas, Der'i also benefited from 

the fact that his close friend, Rabbi 


Yehezke! Schayek, was assistant, . 


:driver and general factotum of Rab- 
δὶ Eliezer Schacir, the Ashkenazi 
yeshiva head who, together with 
. Yosef, provided the spiritual leader- 
ship for Shas. The two are said to 
have been responsible for the coali- 
tion between Shas and Schach, a 
link that remains despite Schach's 
patronage of the cew ultra-Ortho- 
dox Ashkenazi Degel Hatora party. 

Indeed, it is as a result of his close 
link with both Yosef and Schach 
that Deri apparently controls Shas — 
a situation that has caused friction 
between Der'i and titular Shas head 
and Absorption Minister Yitzhak 
Peretz. As a result of this friction 
Peretz threatened to quit the party 
prior to the recent elections. 

Der‘i claims that he, together with 
Yosef, “created” Peretz. Der'i and 
Yosef reviewed the list of Sephardi 
rabbis of towns and cities to find a 
suitable leader for the new party. 
Each was rejected as unsuitable ei- 
ther because he was too old, too 
weak. politically unsound, or for 


some other reason. Only when the 
two came to “Ra’anana,” which be- 
gins with the third-to-last letter of 
the Hebrew alphabet and was where 
Peretz was Sephardi chief rabbi, did 
they decide that he was appropriate. 

When the time came for Peretz, 
then interior minister, to choose a 
director-general, it was felt that he 
must appoint a Sephardi despite the 
dearth of ultra-Orthodox Sephar- 
dim who were experienced adminis- 
trators. Despite his youth. lack of 
training and the fact that he had not 
served in the army, Deri appeared 
to be the only choice - and, of 
course, he had the backing of 
Schach and Yosef. i 

After a shortened, four-month, 
stint in the army, Deri became the 
director-general of the Interior Min- 
istry, surprising most of the veteran 
Officials there with his competence. 
When Peretz resigned from his post 
rather than register Shoshana 
Miller, a Reform convert to Juda- 
ism, as a Jew, Der‘i continued in his 
job and virtually ran the ministry, 
albeit under the nominal contro! of 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir. 

Der'i is said to have found the 
funds for massive payments for'syn- 
agogues, mikvaot, yeshivot and 
schools hidden away in what his sup- 
porters claim were hitherto unno- 
ticed places in the Interior Ministry 
budget. What is clear is that ultra- 
Orthodox institutions — and Shas in- 
stitutions in particular — subsequent- 
ly benefited from a considerable 
windfall. 

Yosef made no bones about this 
when he lent his wholehearted sup- 
port to Shas in the election cam- 
paign. It was because of the benefits 
reaped by Tora institutions, he said, 
that it was permissible to distribute 
Shas placards in synagogues on 
Shabbat. : 

Many political observers predict- 
ed that Der’i's political career would 
be short-lived when he didn't resign 
in order to run for the Knesset. Ap- 
parently he counted on his party to 
push through a change in the law 
which would reduce the “cooling- 
off” period restricting public ser- 
vants from running for the Knesset 
from 100 to 70 days. 

The law was not changed and 
Der’ did not run for the Knesset. 
Then, as if to compound his mis- 
take, he did resign from his post 
when the attorney-general objected 
to his participation in the coalition 

jations on behalf of Shas. His 
influence in the party appeared to 
be slipping when he openly cam- 
Lan ep for Shas to form a coalition 
with Labour and bis party chose the 
Likud instead. 

Finally, when Shamir scrapped 
his agreements with the religious 
parties in order to form a wide coali- 
tion with Labour, his fate seemed to 
be sealed. He was out of the Knesset 
and out of office. In fact, according 
to some observers, it was in order to 
provide Der'i with an office that 
Shas rushed back into the coalition 
with Shamir, whom they had brand- 
ed only hours before as a “traitor.” 

‘With Shas accorded two minis- 
tries, it was Der’i, despite his youth 
and lack of MK status, who was 
given the pivotal Interior Ministry 
while Peretz had to be content as 
absorption minister during a period 
in which there is hardly any aliya. 
The two are ostensibly due to ex- 
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change their positions after two 
years. 


ONE PERSON who knows both 
Peretz and Der'i is Rabbi Eliezer 
Shulzinger, who is ciose to Schach 
and deeply involved in the world of 
ultra-Orthodox politics. Shuizinger 
explains that Peretz is a charismatic 
public figure capable of moving au- 
diences with his emotional address- 
es, while Deri, who is more quiet 
and shigs away from publicity, is a 
capable executive. 

This might heip explain, he says, 
why it was impossible for Peretz to 
come back as interior minister, even 
after the High Court of Justice ruled 


in the Shoshana Miller case, while |- 


Der'i, a member of the same party, 
could accept the post. 

“The whole “Who is a Jew’ issue is 
a fiction,” Shulzinger observes, add- 
ing that in any case the Law of Re- 
tur is a secular law, and that most 
of the conversions in Israel, which 
have the approval of the chief rab- 
binate, are regarded by the ultra- 
Orthodox as invalid. However, hav- 
ing staked his reputation on this 
issue, Peretz could not retract it. 

Now that the two do not have to 
work together, there is ostensibly no 
friction between them. But Shul- 
zinger is less candid about whether 
he thinks that Der’i will actually give 
up the Interior Ministry to Peretz in 


two years. 

“If they both succeed in their 
jobs, I don’t think they'll exchange 
them,” Shuizinger says, adding that 
the Absorption Ministry post, with 
its “public appearances, speeches 
and trips abroad,” seems particulary 
suitable to Peretz. 

“After all, it is only the ultra- 
Orthodox who are coming on aliya 
these days," he adds. 

Significantly, while Peretz had to 
chose a Sephardi as Interior Minis- 
try director-general, Der'i immedi- 
ately named ἴοι the Ῥον Ln 
an experienced ministry official who 
is both Ashkenazi and identified 
with the National Religious Party. 

Though he has shied away from 
confrontations thus far. Der’i is be- 
coming the interior minister at a 
time when a full-scale confrontation 
with the non-Orthodox appears to 
be in the offing. Rabbi Uri Regev, 
head of the Reform Movement’s 
Religious Action Centre, says that 
his movement intends to demand its 
right to equal treatment in relations 
with official bodies. 

“If Der’i believes that he can deny 
what we have coming to us. he is 
mistaken,” Regev warns, adding 
that by all reports, the young minis- 
ter is an excellent administrator. In 
the past, he notes, Reform commu- 
Nities have had to suffer long delays 
when requesting building permits -- 
but he is not convinced that this was 
a result of any order “from above.” 

Meanwhile, the new minister will 
soon be faced with the problem of 
registering non-Orthodox converts 
as Jews. The petitions of 10 such 
converts are due to be heard in the 
High Court of Justice on January 23. 


Kessar at a political crossroads. 


ONLY THREE YEARS ago Yis- 
rael Kessar, the “first Yemenite 
Histadrut Chief of Staff," was 
viewed as the Labour Party’s “great 
black hope.” Many saw. him as one 
of Labour's main ways of escaping 
from its image as an elitist, Ashke- 
nazi party, detached from the work- 
ing class. 

But since the heady days of the 
1985 economic plan, Kessar’s politi- 
cal stock has dropped. During the 
1988 Knesset election campaign, 
many viewed Kessar — whose posi- 
tion as Histadrut secretary-general 
guaranteed him a top spot on the 
party's list and spared him the rav- 
ages of the “democratization” — as 
an electoral liability. 

Today. Kessar finds himself at a 
political crossroads. Next year, the 
Histadrut elections will serve as a 
means of gauging his personal popu- 
larity and potential electoral appeal. 
‘The outcome of the anticipated tug 
of war with his party’s own Shimon 
Peres at the Treasury and ¥a'acov 
Tsur in the Health Ministry will in- 
fluence his position within the party. 

According to Knesset Finzice 
Committee chairman Micha Harish, 
“If the fortunes of Hevrat Ha’ov- 


‘dim’s companies, whose man 


ment ar been overhauled, tum 
around, the political expectations 
could return overnight.” 

But for now, Kessar’s name is not 
being mentioned in the list of top 
contenders for the party leadership 
in the anticipated struggle for 
succession. .

DAN MERIDOR is a rare example 
of a political wunderkind who has 
already grown up but still continues 
to amaze the family. 

At the age of 41. only seven years 
after beginning an intensive political 
career, he becomes minister of jus- 
tice. receiving a key portfolio. His 
nomination is perhaps Prime Minis- 
ter Shamir's second most popular 
decision — the first being the pre- 
mier’s removal of Avraham Sharir 
as minister of tourism. 

The abundance of compliments 
and congratulations bestowed on 
Meridor during the last 10 days ap- 
pears to have embarrassed him. at 
least a bit. Of course, he is not the 
extremely modest. media-shy young 
man he used to be back in 1982 
when he made his political debut 
and became cabinet secretary. But 
even now that he is quite familiar 
with being in the focus of favourable 
public attention, Meridor is stil] tak- 
en aback. 

Dan Meridor could easily win any

and among the media. But populari- 
ty is a relative asset, and in his own 
Hemut constituency, some aspects of 
his public appeal could become a 
serious disadvantage. 

One should picture him not in his 
new office or taking part in an aca- 
demic panel, but participating in the 
Likud Central Committee conven- 
tion in the Yad Eliahu stadium 
about 10 days ago. In such waters, 
he seems to be an alien, an exquisite 
bat almost extinct 165. 

Meridor did not address the audi- 
ence at that unruly meeting. The 
“second-generation” leader sup- 
porting Shamir before a_hostile 
crowd was Binyamin Ze'ev Begin, a 
fact worth noting. 

Meridor’s new position may 
prove to be a turning point, for bet- 
ter or for worse. He will no longer 
be working in safe and warm ano- 
nymity behind-the-scenes, but will 
be making public decisions which 
are bound to be unpopular among 
some segments of the public. 

It is not only Civil Rights Move- 
ment activists and law that 
have high hopes for him. After all, 
Meridor is the first justice minister 
from Herut. Judea and Samaria set- 
tlers as well as Likud hard-liners are 
entitled to some expectations. Not 
to mention Defence Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin who used to complain 
tbat the legal system does not pro- 
vide the IDF with the “proper 
tools” to fight the intifada. 

Is Meridor going to disappoint 
them? He probably is. Are we going 
to witness an unprecedented quarrel 
between a. Likud justice minister 
aida Labour défelice-minister δὰ 
legal issues in the territories?

ie group most rejoicing over 
Meridor’s nomination is the profes- 
sional staff of the Justice Ministry. 

At 
last, one of their own will be running 
the system — a graduate of the He- 
brew University law faculty; a per- 
sonal friend of many of them; a true 
believer in the supremacy of taw; 
their saviour after the hardship days 
of Moda’i and Sharir.

regularly cover the ministry, Meri- 
dor commented, “I do not think I 
need that.”

DORIT BEINISH'S nomination as 
staté attorney is a fine example of 
this. Meridor could have publicly 
announced her appointment the day 
after he assumed office.

The question of the implementa- 
tion of the Kahan Commission 5 r¢- 
port on the Sabra and Shatilla massa- 
cre gives us ἃ good insight into his 
way of doing things.

The commission recommended, 
for instance, that Brigadier-General 
Amos Yaron not be given any active 
command position for three years. 
Meridor was involved in formulat- 
ing the “solution™ that was eventu- 
ally found: Yaron was promoted to 
the rank of general and was assigned 
the non-combat, yet highly-impor- 
tant post of head of the IDF man- 
power division. 

Meridor, a son of the late Herut 
MK Eliyahu Meridor, was brought 
to the Prime Minister's Office by 
Menachem Begin shortly before the 
Lebanon war. His talents were im- 
mediately noticed, contrasting os 
they did with the great void that 
characterized Begin's bureau in 
those days. 

Soon after the war. Meridor be- 
came a sort of one-man band: cabi- 
net secretary, close confidant of the 
prime minister, political adviser, 
diplomatic adviser, spokesman. 
There was virtually no major issue 
that Meridor did not handle, some- 
times single-handedly. He brought 
with politics not only remarkable 
intelligence, but even rarer com- 
modities in our political life includ- 
ing exemplary honesty and

After Begin retired to his home, 
Meridor became a confidant of Yitz- 
hak Shamir's, perhaps the most ap- 
preciated and trusted one. He is one 
of a new brand of “‘lawyer-politi- 
cians.” Lawyers have always been 
active in politics, but in the past, 
their strong point was their expertise 
in constitutional law as legislators in 
the Knesset. Nowadays they are ex- 
pected to demonstrate their ability 
in contract and penal law, whether 
in coalition negotiations, scandals 
such as those concerning Pollard, 
Irangate and the General Security 
Services, or in a weekly political cri- 
sis. Meridor has been in on all of 
them. 

In some miraculous way, in all 
these affairs, he has always emerged 
spotless. He has an unblemished po- 
litical career — one that is almost too 
sterile. Even the Lebanon adven- 
ture, which claimed some victims in

BEYOND ITS practical aspects, the 
battle against Palestinian civil dis- 
obedience has been largely a strug- 
gle over symbols. Underground 
leaflets from the uprising leadership 
describe the territories as the State 
of Palestine, and have called for a 
Tax revolt and a boycott of the Civil 
Administration. 

The authorities’ response has 
been to increase Palestinians’ physi- 
cal dependence on the military gov- 
ernment, but also to demonstrate 
through powerful visual symbols — 
new ID cards or licence plates — that 
the government of the territories is 
very much Israeli. 

A year after the outbreak of the 
uprising, top officials in the Defence 
Ministry and Civil Administration 
say they have won the battle against 
civil disobedience, and list a series 
pal near aime 5: 

long queues for permits and 
licences at mili government of- 
fices are proof that Palestinians re- 
main dependent on the Israeli ad- 
ministration and have failed to build 
alternatives to it. Nationalist activ- 
ists have made only rudimentary ef- 
forts at creating alternative educa- 
tion and health systems, and these 
have in no way replaced the Israeli- 
controlled network. The uprising 
leaders are unable to supply soch 
services as water and electricity. and 
their attempts to set up an indepen- 
dent agricultural marketing board 
have been successfully thwarted. 

Tax collection — the test of any 
government's authority - dropped 
off sharply in the first months of the 
uprising, but kas rebounded sharply 
in the last three months, according 
to Civil Administration figures. Of- 
ficials ia the administration say that 
their new, ive tax-collection 
methods have brought in 80 per cent 
of the total revenue collected in the 
year before the uprising. In many 
cases, they say, people have volun- 
tarily paid outstanding debts to 
avoid getting caught by tax inspec- 
tors, paying fines and losing their 
cars. 


Palestinian employees of the Civil 
Administration's vehicle registra- 
tion department in the West Bank, 
who resigned several months ago, 
were replaced with other Arab em- 
ployees, and now the original work- 
ers have asked to be re-hired. The 
Isracli-appointed mayos of Ramai- 
lah. who had announced his resigna- 
tion, has returned to work while 
other iocal appointed officials have 
remained in place despite mounting 
pressure to resign. 

Meetings between Israeli officials 
and Palestinian businessmen and 
community leaders are continuing, 
and there is an ongoing dialogue on 
Practical issues, such as agricultural 
exports, which have been main- 
tained despite the uprising. The Cai- 
ro-Amman Bank, overseen by Isra- 
el and Jordan, has continued to 
function, and has even opened new 
branches. . 

“As a government system, the Is- 
raeli administration continues to 
function, and the civil disobedience 
has failed,” said a top Civil Admin- 
istration official. 

At the same time, officials re- 
sponsible for the territories concede 
that propping up the Civil Adminis- 
tration is a constant battle, and de- 
spite the success in turning back the 
tide of civil disobedience, the Israeli 
administration has been hard hit by 
the uprising. 

Most Palestinian police who re- 
signed their posts en masse have not 
teturned to work, despite offers of 
increased work benefits. The mayor 
of Nablus, Hafez Touqan, has re- 
signed. Arab Civil Administration 
employees in the West Bank whose 
job was to enforce Israeli law on the 
Population — employees of the tax 
and vehicle registration depart- 
ments — have resigned. (Others who 
give needed services, such as doc- 
tors and teachers, have stayed on.)

ism or actively participate in it... The 
Israeli authorities are determined to 


reduce this phenomenon to 2 mini- 
mum by stern measures against hos-

With the battle against civil dis- 
obedience largely won, officials say, 
the next task is to block attempts by 
the PLO to co-opt the Palestinian 
civil servants working in the Civil 
Administration. 


FOLLOWING JORDAN'S disen- 
gagement from the West Bank and 
the PLO’'s declaration of a state, the 
PLO and its supporters are increas- 
ingly seeing the Palestinian civil ser- 
vice as a nucleus of a future inde- 
pendent administration. There is a 
shift away from calls on Palestinian 
civil servants to resign, towards rec- 
ognition of their vital “national” 
tole in supplying services to the Pal- 
estinian population. 

PLO chief Yasser Arafat, in a

The declaration of an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state and the U.S.

territories. 

“While in the past we had to pre- 
vent the establishment of a network 
of parallel services. we now have to 
prevent the emergence of a parallet 
authority.” said Shmuel Goren, co- 
ordinator of activities in the territo- 
ries. “We have to make sure that 
Palestinian officials in the Civil Ad- 
ministration don't have another 
boss from which they receive orders, 
instructions and even money."

In the last episode Veronica Ha-

was not just another Hebrew slave 
to him, but “one of his brethren.” 
Moses realized in which he 
belonged and that some day he too 
might be brutally assaulted on ac- 
count of being a Hebrew. 

Reading the original Hebrew text 
closely, Rabbi Naphtali Zvi Berlin 
(Natziv) of Volozhin notices that 
Moses saw an ish mitzri beating up 
an ish ivri. Tora does not say just 
“an Egyptian” or “a Hebrew,” but 
tefers to them both as “ish” which 
signifies a dignified person. Moses 
was astonished to discover that anti- 
Semitism does not lie solely with the 
ignorant masses, but is rampant also 
among the sophisticated intellectu- 
als and the highly educated. Its poi- 
son spread among the high-class 
Egyptian (ish mitzri) and high- 
classed Hebrew (ish ivri) who both 
preached the gospel of enlightened 
humanism. “Moses then turned 
around and saw that there was no 
ish,” that all humanistic common 

vanished at this point, and 
that one cannot fight the enemy who 
is out to destroy one by invoking 
lofty ideals of liberalism. He came 
to the conclusion that evil must be 
fought on its own terms. 

4) “He struck down the Egyptian 
and hid him in the sand.” It was 
certamly not easy for Moses to do 
this. He, who would later proclaim 
to the world the great command- 
ment, “Thou shalt not ΚΙ." 
launched his career by killing a man. 
As a leader he had to learn that one 
cannot always act in a way that 
pleases others, or even oneself. 
Leadership inevitably means mak- 
ing agonizing decisions when faced 
with cruel choices. 

Moses acted, we are told, only 
after “he turned this way and that, 
and saw that there was no one 
there.” He did not look around to 
make sure that there were no police 
in the vicinity. He looked to see if 
any of the, Hebrew fellow slaves 
would stand up for their beaten 
brother. He was appalled to discov- 
er that they had been utterly demor- 
alized by their oppressors, and were 
powerless and indifferent. Moses 


felt he had to arouse their conscious- - 


ness to the fact that it is against the 
dignity of Man and God to let the 
oppressor and aggressor get their 
way, while remaining passive. When 
he saw “that there was no one 
there,” he decided that he must act. 

5) Moses did not express his pas- 
sion for justice only when dealing 
with the relationship between gen- 
tile and Jew. The next day he inter- 
vened in a quarrel between two He- 
brews, reprimanding the unjust 
party, thereby getting himself mto 
trouble that made him flee the coun- 
try (2:13-15).

According to Nehama Leibowitz 
(Studies in Shemot) following Ahad 
Ha’am (in his famous essay Moshe). 
the occasions on which Moses inter- 
vened to save the victims of aggres- 
sion represent three archetypes: a 
clash between non-Jew and Jew, be- 
tween two Jews, and between two 
non-Jews. In all three, Moses cham- 
pioned the just cause as ἃ prepara- 
tion to becoming the leader of the 
people of Israel whose task is to 


To qualify as a true leader he had 
to demonstrate his involvement in 
all three cases. There are those who 
would become activists in any cause 
of injustice in the world while re- 
maining insensitive to the injustice 
done to their own people, as there 
are those who care only when their 
own people are hurt, but do not 
spare a thought when strangers are 
mistreated, or think it is inadvisable 
to condemn community infighting. 
Moses, as the future true leader, 
became involved in all cases. 

Moreover, Moses" training for 
leadership included not only being 


among people, but also among ani- 
mals, and even inanimate nature: 

7) “Now Moses was tending the 
flock of Jethro™ (3:11). Moses. say 
the rabbis in the Midrash (Rabba 
2,2), was tested for his job by being 
a shepherd. While tending his fa- 
ther-in-law's sheep, a little lamb es- 
caped from the flock. Moses ran 
after it and overtook it at a brook 
where it was quenching its thirst. “ἴ 
didn't know you ran away because 
you were thirsty; now you must be 

.”" said Moses, and carried the 
lamb back to the flock. Thereupon 
God said: “Because you have shown 
mercy in tending a fiock of sheep, 
you will surely tend my flock 
Israel.” 

It was not only his mercy that was 
outstanding, but also the fact that he 
knew how to show tenderness to- 
wards one little lamb that strayed, 
and not only towards the entire 


flock. The leader of the people must |- 


know how to relate to each single 
living being in need of help. And 
lastly: 
8) When Moses encountered the 
burning bush in the wilderness (3:2- 
5), he did not pass it by as many 
others might have done. He was 
amazed at the unusual sight, and 
turned off the road to look at it. 
“And when God saw that he tumed 
aside to see, he called unto him out 
of the midst of the bush, and said: 
“Moses, Moses!’ and he said: ‘Here 
an Tl" 
In the words of Elizabeth 
Browning: 
“Earth crammed with heaven 
And every common bush 

alive with God 
But only He who sees takes 
off his shoes.” 
Moses, the future leader and 
teacher, indeed saw. He took off his 
‘shoes as the place where he was 
standing turned holy ground, 
Rabbi Peli is Blechner Professor 
of Jewish Thought and Literature at 
Ben-Gurion University of the Negev.

Galilee diseases linked to open sewage

residents of Western Galilee πρὸς 
once again highlighted the problem 
of effluent and sewage disposal in 
the region generally, and from vil- 
lages and ‘settlements in particular. 

Nearly 60 incidents of Hepatitis 
A, ἃ viral form of hepatitis causing 
jaundice and high fever, have been 
Teported in the Druse village of Beit 
Jann on Mount Meiron, in the past 
two months. 

-Scores of other people from Arab 
and Jewish settlements have been 
diagnosed as suffering from the dis- 
ease or gastro-intestinal disorders 
such as shi is and salmonello- 


sis, both leading to diarrhea, stom- 
ach pains and usually fever. 

Public health experts believe, 
however, that the cases reported 


represent only the tip of the,iceberg.. . 


And the'experts are agreed that the 
root of the problem is effluent and 
ala peel lots of it - which is 
literally swamping the region and, in 
Places, seeping into drinking water 
supplies. 

Most of the sewage and house- 
hold waste stems from Arab and 
Druse towns and villages, the ma- 
jority of which have neither internal 
nor external sewage systems — al- 
though not through want of trying. 

In many of these communities 
sewage simply runs through gutters 
in the streets. In the winter, it min- 
gles with rain water forming gushing 
streams which often overflow imto 
homes. 

Dr. Hatim Kana’aneh, deputy 
medical officer for the Northern Re- 
gion and former medical officer for

the Acre sub-district, has been bat- 


tling for years to bring this not par- . 
ticularly pleasant problem to the at- ' 


tention of the appropriate 


authorities -- at local and national - 


level. He is also a leading member 
of the Galilee Society for Health 
Research and Services, a charitable 
non-government organization which 
was established in 1981 by four phy- 
sicians, working and conducting re- 
search in Arab communities in the 
Galilee. 

“We felt that the status and level 
of health services in the Arab com- 
munities, which by and large tend to 
be in rural areas, Jagged behind 
those of the rest of the country and 
we needed to focus attention on the 
problems and bring them to the at- 
tention of the local authorities,” 
oe ar ble: high

inet in a survey conducted by 
a’aneh while investigating a ty- 
phoid outbreak in. his home village 
of Arabeh in 1978, “Blood samples 
taken from first. schoolchil- 


-dren showed that all of them had 


contracted hepatitis A and had built 
up their own immunity,” he said. 

The fact that more cases were 
now being reported indicated great- 
er awareness on the part of doctors 
and the public. It also pointed to 
improved levels of hygiene and sani- 
tation in homes. 

“It sounds contradictory, but it’s 


“not. What we had before was such ἃ 


bad situation that virtually every 
baby contracted viral hepatitis. In 
the young this is not usually very 
acute and they consequently built up 
their own anti-bodies,"’ he 
explained.

Kana‘aneh noted that the bid αι 
problem resulted partly from 
“ad hoc” development of Arab 
towns and villages, lack of initial 
planning and “bureaucratic red- 
tape” which delayed the implemen- 
tation of sewage system plans drawn 
up by the local authorities.

“The pipes themselves cannot be 
sealed hermetically and over an 
years they become ruptured. This 


process is aggravated by the corro- 
sive agents from household effluent, 
such as detergents and cleaning 
materials, which eat away at the 
pipes,” he said. 
The Arab local authorities’ are 
Sel with the task of formulating 
detailed plans for establishing sew- 
age networks inside their communi- 
ties and for developing treatment 
opi nearby where the sewage can 
be purified or connected to the na- 
tional system. But Kana’aneh noted 
that the plans had to be approved by 
as many as 15 different government 
bodies, including those of the Minis- 
teries of the Interior, Health, Agri- 
culture and Finance, the Mekorot 
water company, the Israel Lands 
Administration and other agencies, 
before they could be submitted to 
the National Sewage Carrier.

One of the extreme juences 
of this is that “We have to buy hay 
from the north of the country be- 
cause the cost of water to grow it 
here is too high.” according to re- 
gional council head Shlomo Tu- 
shinsky. He says he is prepared to 
pay four agorot per cubic metre of 
water, but Mekorot, with prices set 
by the National Water Commission, 
charges nine agorot. 

Farmers in the area currently use 
some 500,000 cubic metres of water 
a year. But until such time as Eilat’s 
recycled waste water becomes avail- 
able at a reasonable price, it is still 
economically worthwhile for Arava 
cattle to feed on Galilee fodder. 

__ And so the treated wastes — and, 
indeed, “every drop of water that 
falls in the Arava,” as a municipal 
official points out - flow down into

causing to the area’s spectacular un- 
derwater world. 

Peled has been known to wade 
out at the North Beach - near the 
Jordanian border, where the “sew- 
age river" meets the sea — and 
dredge up ἃ handful of residue from 
the bottom which smell just like... 
well, you can imagine what. The 
Health Ministry carries out regular 
tests to determine bacterial levels 
and to check if there is any danger to 
swimmers, although one expert sug- 
gested that “there are places to test 
— and places to test.” 

It should be noted, too, that some 
of the sewage in the bay comes from 
just across the border in Jordan. 
The treatment plant that serves 
Aqaba — whose population, at some 
50,000, is more than double that of 
Eilat’s — is situated two kilometres 
north of the sea. Because Eilat is 
situated physically lower than its 
Jordanian neighbour, water, which 
knows no borders, seeps directly 
through the aquifer to the Israeli 
resort. (This situation, it seems, has 
been discussed in places as far-flung 
as Washington, D.C. by diplomats 
in the upper echelons.) 


“We're not concerned that people 
bathe in water containing sewage,” 
says Peled, “only with the damage 
that results under the water.” _ 

The NRA claims that the affected 
area is some 12 km. long, just about 
the entire length of Eilat’s beaches 
including, of course, the few kilo- 
metres of protected reef. Environ- 
mental lobbyists are calling for the 
municipality to redirect the wastes 
so that they flow somewhere else — 
anywhere but to the sea. 


TODAY WE HAD a very interest- 
ing and enjoyable day: Our special 
class at the H......

tection Service (EPS), retorts: “No. 
Its source is the old sewage ponds 
where wastes are still accumulated 
today, although they could be 
pumped directly to the treatment 
plant.” 


Other sources of the bay's prob- 
lems include the boats and ships that 
dock there, the rubble and refuse 
dumped in the water as a result of 
this decade's construction boom (all 
for the benefit of tourism), and the 
fact that divers and snorkellers step 
onto the reef and break up corals 
unintentionally. 

Oil is the most barmful pollutant, 
the experts agree. Thus, the EPS 
has a unit in Eilat standing by to 
prevent pollution in case of spillage 
from tankers. 

The unit's Ofer Hoz says that the- 
oretically, with its state-of-the-art 
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Eilat’s north beach: Just metres away the town's waste waters flow into the Red Sea.

(Continved from Page 5) 
ethnic groups and neighbourhoods, 
and less distribution of seats,”” Do- 
tan explains. 


LIKUD MK Sara Doron believes 
it’s time to demand representation 
in local elections. “We need to 
take a very clear statement to vote 
for lists that include women.” 

“In most big municipalities and 
town councils,” she continues, 
“there are more than enough intel- 


-lectual women who could do the 


job. Local residents would greatly 
benefit from their knowledge.” 


Although Doron is not optimistic |’ 


that after the coming local elections 
there will a woman mayor, she 
thinks women will achieve promi- 
nent places on most municipal coun- 
cils. From her Liberal Party, there 
are two strong women candidates 
for the Tel Aviv city council. 

Meanwhile, Doron has been, 
elected to head the Likud Knesset 
faction and to serve two years as the 
coalition chairperson. 

“For once, my colleagues be- 
haved extremely well. They elected 
me unanimously in spite of my being 
a woman,” she comments. 


IN MANY places around the coun- 
try, women are beginning to speak 
up and insist on representation on 
local party lists as the February 28 
municipal elections approach. Cur- 
rently, only 93 women have seats on 
municipal or local councils.

Ra’anana, like many other medi- 
um-size towns, has only one woman 
on the municipal council. This year, 
that woman hopes w be elected 
mayor. Councillor Rina Bar-Tal, 
the local secretary of Na’amat, was 
not selected to head the Labour list 
for the coming elections, so she 
formed her own list. 

“ΤῺ; going to try to be mayor of 
Ra’anana,” she declares. “I’m 
working as hard as 10 men.” 

Bar-Tal believes that last week's

The 
evolving realities and emotions of 
talks on an interim solution could 
change perceptions and sentiments 
here, and the Americans may figure 
logically that it is not Shamir who 
will be prime minister when Israel 
has to bite the final bullet. 

The U.S. is to continue 
to cling to both the Shultz initiative 
and the 1982 Reagan Plan which 
envi an association between 
the territories and Jordan. Informal 
‘talks held recently, especially with 
Labour leaders, have centred on 
limitations of sovereignty of the Pal- 
estinian part of the confederation. 
For the time being, however, and 
for obvious reasons, Shamir and his 
positions are not a part of these 
feelers. 

On Jan. 20, the new American 
administration takes office. Its im- 
mediate foreign policy priority will 
be to monitor the hopefully success- 
ful conclusio? of the Soviet with- 
drawal from \fghanistan. Following 
that, the superpowers may well turn 
their attention to the Middle East, 
with Washington expected to ap- 
point a high-level emissary who will 


come to the area to assess possible 
avenues for progress. 

The prime minister wishes to 
mend fences with Washington and 
tum it away from the PLO. Despite 
what is often described as the dino- 
saur-like pace of Shamir’s capability 
of change, he is at least convinced 
now that the status quo, both inter- 
nationally and in the territories, is 
untenable. ᾿ 

Shamir is expected to come up 
with a plan which wil] include the 
known elements of superpower aus- 
pices, talks on an interim solution 
which he will call autonomy and 
some sort of modifications to Camp 
David which will include a Jordani- 
an-Palestinian delegation and flexi- 
bility on the timetables envisioned 
in the 1978 accords. 

The Prime Ministe:'s Office will 
present his proposals as a great 
breakthrough. Peres will depict 
them, privately, as the same old, 
unacceptable and unimaginative 
concepts but will not oppose them 
when they are brought to a decision- 
making forum. 

But Washington will put on a seri- 
ous face and start negotiating with 
Shamir. The prime minister will 
know where he started, but he will 
have no idea where he is going to 
end up.

National accounts figures re- 
leased yesterday by the Central Bu- 
reau of Statistics showed that the 
country's Gross Domestic Product 
only increased 1% this year. The 
business sector's product, which is 
generally considered 2 better yard- 
stick to measure economic growth, 
did not grow at all. 

The bureau said this low econom- 
ic growth reflected falls in industrial 
output, which fell 3%; agriculture, 
which declined 8%; and the con- 
struction sector, which dropped 3%. 
Another factor involved in the slug- 
gish economic growth was a 12% 
drop in tourism, apparently con- 
nected to the Palestinian uprising in 
the territories. 

At the beginning of the year, the 
Bank of Israel and the Treasury pre- 
dicted an economic growth of 4.6% 
for 1988. This was not achieved, ac- 
cording to a recent internal Treasury 
report. because the costs linked to 
the uprising took some 2.5% of the 
business sector's GDP. The rest of 
the loss was accounted for by smaller 
than expected sales in the domestic 
market, as well as the bad weather 
conditions which harmed a number 
of crops during the year. 

The bureau indicated that exports 
to the territories fell around one- 
third in 1988. Last year these ex- 
ports totalled $900 million.

ONE OF THE REASONS Shimon Peres is now sitting in the 

Treasury’and not the Prime Ministers Office is that many 

potential Labour voters deserted the party because of the sorry 

state of the Histadrut. The Likud’s election con- 

vinced them that a-Labour government would spend the tax- 

payers’ money on phoney rescue schemes for Histadrut-owned 
ies. 


But in one of the many ironies following the election the 
Likud, having frightened the public with the image of the 
hungry Labour wolf, then goes and puts the wolf on guard 
outside the kitchen door. 

Unfortunately, the Histadrut is not scared by this wolf. After 
Peres finally nodded his head in the direction of the Treasury, 
labour federation officials heaved a sigh of satisfaction. Hista- 
drut Secre: Yisrael Kessar had Peres hard 
to accept the job, arguing that he had to abandon the Foreign 
Ministry in order to save the Labour Movement's economy and 
settlements. 

But the worst thing Peres could do, for the economy as a 
whole or the Histadrut. is to throw banknotes at the fatter in 
order to paper over the cracks in the system. They have grown 
too wide. 

The Histadrut empire is a sorrowful sight. Koor, the threat 
of liquidation temporarily staved off, still has to lay off workers 
and close factories. 

The queues at Kupat Holim continue to grow as fast as the 
unemployment rate, while the Trade Union Department, the 
workers’ supposed bulidog, has had its teeth pulled by Koor’s 
recovery programme, which leaves it very little room for 
action. 

Peres, if he is sensibie, will force the Histadrut to accept the 
economic remedy of budgetary restraint and a proper, not 
panicky, devaluation, coupled with a lasting cut in real wages. 
He will have to force the Histadrut, because the labour federa- 
tion refuses to come to terms with the implications of its crisis. 

‘What are the Histadrat’s policies these days?. A 10-point 
plan for economic growth recently released by Kessar is mainly 
ahotch-potch of tired old ideas. The programme's only innova- 
tion is an imitation of the capitalists’ gre lage privati- 
zation, dressed up in psuedo-socialist Be. 

With Hevrat He'ovdim companies strapped for ready cash, 
Kessar’s plan calls for granting tax incentives to workers who 
buy shares in their own company. These shares would not be 
tradeable, and could be redeemed only when the employee left 
or retired. These incentives. needless to say, would be at 
goverment expense, coming as an indirect form of aid.

Such share-ownership would, according to Kessar, achieve 
three goals simultaneously: provide much-needed capita] for 
Histadrut- and state-owned industrial companies: encourage 
savings by reducing consumption and increase employees™ 
identification with their place of work. 


IF KESSAR really believes in worker ownership, he should go 
the whole hog and begin handing Hevrat Ha‘ovdim companies 
over to its employees. It is not enough to point to the single 
example of the Hasin Esh ceramics factory, for this attempt to 
maintain employment while providing a chance for workers to 
take full responsibility for their own workplace has not been 
copied anywhere else. 

If he really wants to show that he is a man of vision, Kessar 
should suggest that the kibbutzim too begin to look for part- 
ners, instead of complaining about their $4b. debt. 

The other points in the plan are the usual and unoriginal calls 
for increased production, more emphasis on export profitabili- 
ty, reductions in interest rates and a capital-gains tax, together 
with budgetary priority for health and education, the mainte- 
nance of the cost-of-living mechanism and, of course, the 
xenophobic demand to have all the 14,000 foreign workers 
thrown out of the country — as if they were the cause of 60,000 
Israelis registering as job-seekers last month. 

We all know who would do the jobs currently held down by 
foreign workers if no more work permits were issued. The 
intifada has not hit the number of Palestinians crossing the 
Green Line to work every day. 

In practical terms, the Histadrut no longer has a coherent 
social and economic policy. ᾿

THIS INCONSISTENCY, mirrored by the Histadrut’s desire 
to have its cake and eat it as both employer and trade union 
movement, will remain as long as the Histadrut views itself as 
some sort of Labour government-in-exile, carrying out the 
tasks the government should implement.

Koor’s rationalization 
is not the result of an ideological change, but a reaction to the 
possibility of liquidation. There is no discussion of how the 
Histadrut should shape its industrial arm's future, only furious 
discussions of whether the Trade Union Department can con- ἢ 
δρῦς to demand expensive severance payments for dismissed 
WOrkers. 


THE HISTADRUT has also failed to respond to changes 
taking place in other countries over the past decade. All over 
the world, trade union movements are in decline, following 
their failure to adapt to new trends and hostile governments. 

Membership is rapidly declining as trade unionists in the 
traditional heavy industries lose their jabs, while workers in 
new, high-tech jobs tend not to organize. A declining member- 
ship is not what the already rocky Histadrut pension funds 
need right now. 

If Peres means to make the most of a job he never really 
wanted, he must take the chance to make the Histadrut intro- 
duce the changes they have never wanted to implement. He 
must force Kessar to agree to a simultaneous cut in real wages 
and a reduction in the size of the Histadrut’s kingdom. 

Anything else would only mean throwing good money after

Deputy Foreign Minister Binya- 
min Netanyahu suggested yesterday 
that the PLO was behind the bomb- 
ing of the Pan Am jetliner, and con- 
cluded that the U.S. had erred in 
opening a dialogue with the Pales- 
tinian organization. 

But terror expert Ariel Merari of 
Tel Aviv University said he did not 
believe PLO chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat or his supporters were involved 
in the attack. Merari said the bomb- 
ing may have been the work of Ara- 
fat's Syrian-backed rivals trying to 
make the point that they were con- 
tinuing the “armed struggle.” 

Both Merari and Netanyahu were 
speaking at a press conference in 
Jerusalem to announce a five-day 
international seminar on aviation 
security, due to begin on February 5 
at the Centre for Special Studies at 
Pi-Glilot, north of Tel Aviv. 

Netanyahu said Israel had “pre- 
liminary speculation” but no proof 
concerning the identity of those who 
had planted the bomb in the Pan 
Am jumbo. But the bomb was re- 
portedly triggered by a barometer, 
Netanyahu said, and the PLO had 
used that method more than once. 
He also pointed out that the PLO 
comprised many organizations, and 
some of the splinter groups were 
actually clandestine fronts set up by 
the PLO’s establishment. 

The deputy foreign minister con- 
cluded that the U.S. agreement to 
talk to the PLO had given the ter- 


rorists hope that if they persevered 
they , too, would finally be accepted 
as respectable negotiating partners. 

Merari, asked whether everything 
could be traced back to Arafat and 
the PLO, said he believed that, for 
the time being, Fatah “will refrain 
from international terrorism be- 
cause that would be counter- 
productive.” 

Speaking to The Jerusalem Post 
later, he noted that George Habash 
and Nayef Hawatmeh had an- 
nounced that they were not bound 
by Arafat’s Geneva declaration re- 
nouncing terror. However, Merari 
opined, Hawatme has refrained 
from international terror, and Ha- 
bash — who has attacked American 
targets in the past — is unlikely to 
attack a civilian American ai & 

Merari said he believed the attack 
may have been perpetrated by a Syr- 
ian-backed organization such as the 
ones beaded by Ahmed Jibril, Abu 
Nidal or Abu Mussa. The three have 
the ability and the motivation to 
plan such a sophisticated operation. 
Syria and Libya may have been in- 
volved as well, he said. 


Menahem Bacharach, an expert 
on aviation terrorism, blamed Pan 
Am for failing to introduce more 
expensive — but far more effective -- 
security measures. He advocated re- 
liance on profiles of suspected ter- 
rorists ~ their appearance, behav- 
iour and documents — to isolate 
those who should be screened more 
carefully. 


Helsinki invitation for Arafat 


HELSINKI - Finland said yesterday 
that it had invited PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat to visit, but this did 
not mean that it recognized the Pal- 
estinian state proclaimed by the 
PLO last month. 

The Israeli embassy in Helsinki, 
however, criticized the invitation, 
saying it would not help bring about 
ἃ peace settlement. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Pertti Torstila said: “The invitation 
is official. But it does not in any way 
mean a change in Finland’s policy.” 

Israeli embassy spokesman Ehud 
Hitam, indirectly claiming that Pal- 
estinian terrorists were behind the 


Pan Am explosion over Scotland 
last week, said the sabotage of the 
airliner “‘is a clear indication that the 
PLO is either continuing its terrorist 
activities or that it is unable to con- 
trol those groups who are.” 

Despite Foreign Ministry state- 
ments to the contrary, Finnish news- 
papers said the invitation indicated a 
change in policy towards the PLO. 

In 1982, when a similar irivitation 
was being studied, then-Foreign 
Minister Par Stenback said such a 
visit was impossible since Finland 
recognized states only, not organi- 
zations, said the He‘cingin Sanomat, 
the gr 5 largest newspaper.
